The War Today: 


Shooting Of Laval Is A Symbol That Free Spirit 


Still Lives In France; Other Acts May Be Hard 


By D E W IT T M A C K E N Z IE

The attem pted assassination of Pierre Laval in Versailles, and 
the widespread sabotage directed against the Nazi lordship in France, 
may be the grim outward signs of a rebirth of the French nation. 
It is too soon to determ ine that point yet. The land of Lafayette 
is desperately ill and the crisis has not been reached. Only tim e can 
tell what the end may be. 
If there is any surprise attached 
to the attack on Laval, it surely 
must lie In the fact that it didn’t 
come sooner, for he walked in the 
shadow' of neath. 
This pro-Nazi politician, who had 
been the premier of a free repub­ 
lic, has been standing for collabora­ 
tion with that H itlerian regime 
which for a time appeared not only 
to have crushed the body of France 
but to have killed her spirit as well. 
The bullets which tore at Laval’s 
flesh probably weren’t fired at him 
because of personal hatred, but be­ 
cause he symbolized the hob-nailed 
boots of military might w'hich had 
trampled the republic. 
The shots were aimed at H itler­ 
ism, and not at Laval in particular. 
In any event, taking the broad 


(and some might say cynical) view, 
the wounds of Laval or any other 
individual m atter little in this situ­ 
ation. W hat does m atter is w hether 
this does Indeed m ark the rebirth 
of the great republic. 
It may be unfortunate for Prance 
that events should have taken such 
an explosive turn a t this juncture. 
It can only result In the exaction 
of great penalties by the Germans. 
This column recently reported 
that Britain seemed worried lest 
the growing spirit of revolt among 
the peoples of the Occupied coun­ 
tries might result in prem ature up­ 
risings against the Germans. 
This could only hurt the Allied 
cause, since the punishm ents in­ 
flicted by the Nazis would tend to 
intimidate other conquered nations. [I

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A Shred Of Circumstantial Evidence 


jNDERSTANDING of United States policy concern­ 
ing Japan continues to be a trad* secret of 
the state and navy departments. But insofar as the 
public is permitted to gaze upon clrcumatantial evl- 
dence that the policy ie flirting with fireworks, one 
*hred of that evidence commands a second look. 


Japan is objecting strenuously to shipment of sup­ 
plies from this country to Russia via Vladivostok. 
It is doing *o despite the fact it has a neutrality 
pact with Russia and despite the fact It is not 
bound to take any action under its agreement with 
Germany and Italy because neither of them has been 
attacked. 


Thera Is, In short, no evident reaeon why ship­ 
ment of United States suppliec to Russia should be 
of direct concern to Japan; no evident reason why it 
should regard the making of cuch shipments as an 
unfriendly act on the part of th# United Btatea. Yet 
the fact is Japan regards tha shipment! in that 
light. That I* tha shred of circumstantial evidence. 
With the misgivings called for when drawing con­ 
clusion* from circumstantial evidenca, it may be 
conjectured that Japan has soma more direct reason 
than its published diplomatic commitments for ob­ 
jecting to United States aid for Rusela. Tha situa­ 
tion suggests that Japan may be apprehenslv# of 
th* effect of Russo-Amerlcan cooperation on its 
own ultimate security in Asia, perhaps with better 
reason than Americans ara able to guess at on the 
basis of their own insufficient knowledge of their 
government's policy toward Japan. 
That policy is and continues to be an unknown 


factor in the nations! effort to make head and tall 
of a war which, starting on the eastern shore of 
the Atlantic, has moved eastward until It is as 
close to this continent as Bering straits and the 
western shore of th* Pacific.

p E R H A P 8 what needs to bs dons most right now 
* 
is to review the pre-war expectations of subver­ 
sive efforts in the United States. 
It was predicted that new techniques of propa­ 
ganda and sabotage would be employed freely in 
this country in the event of war. The prediction was 
based on what was known about the methods used 
in the first World war, plus vfhat bad been revealed 
about the improved methods of the second World 
war. 
It was foreseen, In short, that there would be 
sabotage at key points; that ships and docks would 
be destroyed by fire; that there would be myster­ 
ious explosions; that attempts to stir up racial and 
religious hatred would be made; that there would 
be a systematic effort to spread a mood of defeat­ 
ism; that strikes would be called in critical indus­ 
tries; that everything possible would he done to 
hamper the national effort to participate effectually 
in the war. 
This was the theory of subveralon that la now 
the condition. Instead of dealing with things that 
probably would happen under certain circumstances, 
the United Btatea now ie dealing with things that 
undoubtedly have happened. Its dream has become 
reality. It is feeling the maximum effect of what­ 
ever subversive campaign Hitler’s Germany Is able 
to maintain, and only tha Innocent dare to believe 
it is not a campaign of major Importance. 


Clothing For Our Times 
'p H E trend toward uniforms, spurred tremendously 
* 
by the sudden increase In the size of the mili­ 
tary organization, continues. 
It 
Is beginning 
to 
apread now Into civilian ranks. 
Mrs. Roosevelt, 
whose nod is official, has nodded approval of an 
outfit for farmerettes. The American Womeu’s Vol­ 
untary Services, Inc., has come out with a three- 
piece outfit for its members. This sort of thing will 
spread like wildfire once it gets started. 
Perhaps there will be a shirt designed for tax­ 
payers who complain that It la the only thing left. 
It may be equipped with special sleeves, easy to 
roll up, for occasions when the taxpayers are or­ 
dered to roll up their sleeves. 
In that event, there should be a coat designed for 
those who will feel like taking off their coats to 
pitch in and perhaps a particular kind of belt for 
taking another notch In. 
In an age of specialisation, when the uniform fad 
already hat reached an extreme where a man s 
convictions could be told at a glance In aome coun­ 
tries by the color of his shirt, nothing la too special­ 
ised to be impossible, including special kinds of 
dirty linen to be washed in public. 


T H E R E 
was 
nothing 
in 
Mr. 
Churchill's speech or in Mr. 
Hull’s press Interview which can 
give the Japanese militarists any 
reason to think they safely can 
advance any further. This Is not 
the summer of 1940 when Britain 
stood alone and at hay In Europe, 
when China stood alone in Asia, 
when 
America 
was 
unprepared 
and Soviet Rusela was bound to 
Germany. 
This 
is the summer of 1941, 
and the balance 
of 
power has 
turned decisively 
against Japan. 
Whereas a year ago we felt con­ 
strained to buy time by a policy 
of concessions and retreats, we 
are now In a position to Insure 
our security in the Pacific by posi­ 
tive and, lf need be, decisive ac* 
tion. 
W e are able now to talk with 
Tokyo on the basis of a new situa­ 
tion. An American military mis­ 
sion under Brig. Gen. John Ma- 
guider ta on its way to China. 
American 
supplies are 
on their 
way to Siberia. Manila, Hongkong, 
Singapore 
have 
been 
reinforced 
heavily. 
Japan 
Is separated 
from 
her 
Axis partners in Europe by the 
great Russian wedge and by the 
improved 
British position result­ 
ing from the conquest of Ethio­ 
pia and the ocupation of Syria, 
Irak and Iran. The naval position 
in the north Atlantic has been 
Improved greatly and similar im­ 
provements no doubt soon will be 
assured in the South Atlantic. 
In spite of a certain amount of 
obstruction and uninformed poli­ 
tical confusion at home, the Ameri­ 
can position in the world as a 
whole has been made much better 
than it was a year ago. 
It Is so much better that the 
opportunity now exists to make 
sure that Japan will not. because 
she cannot, stab us in the back 
or even compel us to continue to 
leave the western hemisphere un­ 
guarded in the Atlantic because 
we must stand guard In the Pa­ 
cific. 
O 
UR conversations, with Japan 
will, let us hope, continue. 
But lf they do continue, It will 
be because we now are able to 
speak the language 
which 
the 
Japanese 
militarists 
understand. 
They will understand us in China, 
that we Intend not only to continue 
supporting free China but that our 
military 
mission 
will 
determine 
how airplanes and other weapons 
most effectively 
can 
be 
made 
available and then used. 
The Japanese have chosen to 
have a great war in China. It 
certainly will serve the American 
interest to make sure that this 
Chinese war which the Japanese 
picked for themselves proves to 
be a bigger war than they bar­ 
gained for. The valor of the Chi­ 
nese and the toughness of their 
national spirit have been proved 
beyond all doubt. 
The Japanese 
will understand, even though they 
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hear contrary voices raised in this 
country, why an increased support 
to China is an obvious measure in 
the defense of the vital interests 
of the United States. 
They will understand, too, as 
diplomats and professional soldiers 
why the United States w ill send 
supplies to Russia by way of Si­ 
beria. It is of Immense Importance 
to us that there should remain 
firmly 
established 
and 
strongly 
armed 
an 
independent 
Russian 
government in Siberia. 
W e do not wish Hitler, or some 
Russian 
Quisling 
or Darlan, as 
our nearest neighbor la Alaska. 
We do not wish Japan for a neigh­ 
bor in Alaska. W e prefer Russia, 
which has no offensive navy in the 
Pacific and no policy and no means 
of expansion in the Pacific. 
Finally, as long as Japan has a 
government 
which 
is 
invading 
China, encircling the Philippines 
and threatening the great sources 
of essential American supplies in 
the South Pacific, we should be 
very foolish indeed if we did not 
appreciate the value of the Rus­ 
sian army, the Russian air force 
and the Russian navy in Siberia. 


T H E 
Japanese 
diplomats 
and 
militarists will understand also 
that two can play at the game 
they have been playing this last 
year, and that now our turn has 
come. We have not forgotten that 
in the most desperate days last 
year, when Britain was threatened 
with destruction and we had to 
think how we could protect the 
western hemisphere singlehanded, 
Japan made an alliance with Hitler 
which avowedly was aimed at us. 
It now will take something more 
than polite words from Tokyo to 
make the American people believe 
that Japan would not stab tbem 
in the back if ever the opportunity 
arose. 
Therefore, now that our situa­ 
tion has improved— now that we 
are 
intrinsically 
much 
stronger 
and now that there exists In the 
Pacific 
a 
coalition 
of 
Chinese, 
Russians, British, Dutch and Amer­ 
icans—it is our turn to say that 
Japan shall 
advance no 
further 
and 
that 
this 
constant 
menace 
must be reduced. 
The time to reduce the Japanese 
threat is now and in the next few 
months — before Japan’s partners 
in Europe can gather themselves 
together for another great offen­ 
sive In the west. The means by 
which this can be done is to con­ 
solidate and reinforce the coalition 
of Pacific powers— China, Russia, 
The 
Netherlands, 
Britain 
and 
America. They have a combined 
force, 
provided 
it 
Is 
combined, 
which—-if It is not sufficient to 
deter Japan—ii sufficient to defeat 
Japan. 
Thus in one way or in another— 
the ultimate choice depending upon 
Japan—we can and must find a 
way to put an end to the threat 
of a two-ocean war.

More Industrial Changes Expected 


Survey Shows War Work Already Is Hitting Two-Thirds Of Business 
N 
E W YO RK — The management 
group in American business ex­ 
pects still greater changes in the 
nation’s industrial pattern because 
of war production demand* which 
already have affected more than 
two-thirds of all business either 
directly or Indirectly, the 
latest 
Fortune forum of executive opin­ 
ion reveals. 
In conducting this forum, Fortune 
polled a permanent panel of almost 
all the top men in business manage­ 
ment. 
Questions used in the poll 
covered, among other things, the 
impact of war work thus far on 
consumer merchandise, non-defense 
employment, 
finance, 
volume of 
business and competition. 
The results of the forum disclose 
that: 
“Nearly two-thirds— 65.2 percent 
of the executives in commerce and 
retailing already have found their 
normal supply of important mer­ 
chandise items restricted. 
Nearly 
40 percent of the merchants so re­ 
porting say that these items affect 
more than 25 percent of their usual 
trade. 
"Metal goods, naturally, are the 
principal item* In which shortages 
are felt, but many report trouble in 
procuring textiles and household 
equipment. 
At the retail counter 
most.of the merchants have not yet 
noticed a shift in consumer demand 
away from products that are now 
hard to get or that are rising in 
price. 
"More than a third of the manu­ 
facturers are 
concerned 
directly 
with government orders," the forum 
also shows, with only 7.4 percent 
of the 'manufacturers expecting to 
escape the effects of 
priorities. 
"Half of the manufacturers have 
found that diversion of goods eith­ 
er has affected their normal busi­ 
ness already or threatens soon to 
affect It. 
"This is serious enough, but there 
is a still more serious consequence 
in actual and threatened unemploy­ 
ment of workers affected. 
The 
dislocations already are beginning 
to affect employment adversely in 
non-defense sectors of industry. 


LA R G E majority of the menu- 
xx facturers who find their normal ! 
business restricted or threatened 
believe that some unemployment is 
also on the way; and in a few In- 
etances the unemployment already 
has arrived. 
Those who have ob-1 
served 
such 
unemployment 
feel 
that by no means ail the workers 
thus displaced readily can be re­ 
absorbed in the same business or 


locality. 
And the number of work­ 
ers who might be so affected Is 
not in the tens of thousands. It is 
of the order of many hundreds of 
thousands. 
"Volume, of course, Is up with 
81.7 percent of the executives esti­ 
mating that the gross dollar vol­ 
ume done by their corporations in 
1941 will be above the average for 
the last three years. 
Nearly two 
out of three of the executives also 
find that employment 
and 
net 
profit before taxes are above re­ 
cent averages. 
"Even those In finance have felt 
the surge In special demands for 
financing. 
And most railroad ex­ 
ecutives believe they can hurdle 
the fall traffic peak, but a third of 
the utility men report that their 
systems are now at or approaching 
capacity. 
"The dislocations also are allow­ 
ing email concerns to compete more 
freely with large concerns,’’ For­ 
tune says 
In 
summarising 
the 
forum results which show that 76.8 
percent of the business being done 
by companies employing more than 
25,000 workers is on government 
orders. "A sixth of the larger man­ 
ufacturers realize that they already 
have lost business to competitors 
because of their own preoccupation 
with war work. 
Conversely, some 
of the smaller manufacturers al­ 
ready are aware that they are tak­ 
ing business away from competi­ 
tors now occupied with war work. 


A 
F IFT H to a quarter of the 
manufacturing, 
railroad and 
utility executives also report forced 
cuts in norma] repairs and addi­ 
tions due to material 
shortages, 


and a clear majority of those so 
reporting feel sure that while this 
would be serious if allowed to go 
unremedied for another year. 
"Finance executives do not see 
danger of a runaway inflation. Half 
of them believe present controls 
are adequate to 
prevent serious 
price distortions, but two-fifths fear 
that price changes will 
be 
big 
enough to do damage. 
"For price fixing there are sub­ 
stantial minorities, but a clear ma­ 
jority of all groups, except mer­ 
chants, would like to see wages 
fixed and a majority of the manufac­ 
turers willingly would freeze raw 
material prices. 
"On the familiar guns-or-butter 
argument the executives lean to­ 
ward curtailment of consumer de­ 
mands, a bare majority of the mer­ 
chants dissenting. 
But two-fifths 
of the executives set themselves 
down 
as 
expansionists— gun-and- 
butter men. 
Utility and railroad 
officers are notably anti-ex^anslon- 
lst. 
"W hile a majority of the rail­ 
roaders think they can handle any 
oil traffic likely to be diverted from 
tankers, most of 
the dissenter* 
among them rather would see mo­ 
torists go short than have pipe 
lines laid. 
“ Utility men want to spread ubb 
more evenly through the 24 hours 
and they want to undertake the 
ticklish job of selling such changes 
to the public themselves. 
"Most of the financiers also feel 
they are handling their part in de­ 
fense without need for government 
Intervention, a proposition 
with 
which their customers, the indus­ 
trialists, agree."

F COURSE the now celebrated sentence imposed 
upon Pvt. John Habinyak of Ft. Bragg ha* been 
cut to three years. 
He is the New York city drafted 
man who was sentenced to IO years and nine months 
in a federal prison at hard labor and dishonorably 
discharged from the army on pleading guilty to 
charges of insubordination. 
In our opinion, the man should not have received 
that stiff a dose even had he added to the things 
charged against him a swift boot to the seat of his 
colonel's pants. 
Out-and-out draft dodgers and de­ 
serters do not get sentences like that. 
In civil life, 
housebreakers, stickup men and 
even murderers 
often get less. 
It conies under the head of excessive 
sentence, and our readers are aware that one of our 
stock squawks is against the excessive sentence for 
others short of capital crim es. 
It is our contention, in which we are supported 
by many penologists, including J. Edgar Hoover, 
chief of the FBI, that the excessive sentence tends 
to destroy hope and when you destroy hope In A 
man you destroy the man. 
That should not he the purpose of punishment In 
civil life and it must not be the purpose of punish­ 
ment In the army. 
No crime of violence against the m ilitary and no 
outrage against the civilian population is involved 
In the case of Pvt. John Haglnyak. It seems to be 
just an instance of a bloke suddenly getting his neck 
bowed against army regulations In one of those 
daffy fits of obstinacy to which nearly all us human 
beings are subject 
and during 
which we rebel 
against all reasoning with a blind stupidity that 
afterward causes us to wonder. 
Happily during 
these spells we are not amenable to the army laws, 
or we all would be In the pokey. 
TH E average man— and woman—probably can look 
back on many a brainstorm of revolt against 
the commonly accepted order, against rules of logic 
and 
against 
common 
sense, 
during whloh they 
would listen to no argument, though their stubborn­ 
ness might cost them plenty, m c way and another 
The most Intelligent persons have been known to 
undergo these inexplicable outbursts, a throwback 
to the rages of childhood. 
In this state of mind 
they are completely out of character, as a study of 
his background and habits prior to entering the 
army indicates was the case with Habinyak. 
He Is 26. a building waterproofer and former coal 
miner, and his New York acouaintances report him 
an unusually quiet young fellow of apparently ex­ 
emplary habits. 
Yet the day after he arrived In the 
army camp at Ft. Bragg, he spat on the floor and 
refused to clean It up when ordered to do so by the 
mess sergeant, saying the army would have to fur­ 
nish him with spittoons if he remained there. 
He was put In the guard house and refused to 
clean his mess kit or his quarters and declined to do 
work around the camp. 
A lieutenant colonel visited 
him in the hoozgow and explained the seriousness of 
not obeying orders, but Habinyak remained adamant 
In his attitude. 
We are not told how much of a 
student in human psychology the lieutenant colonel 
I* or what manner he endeavored to reason with 
Habinyak. 
When brought before the court martial, the soldier 
pleaded guilty to all the charges though the provost 
marshal suggested he change bis plea to not guilty 
In view of the severe consequences of the original 
plea and Habinyak refused. He was tested as to hie 
sanity, though it is not stated how or by whom, and 
found sane. 
Then the court threw the hook at him, 
as the saying is. 


V O W if Habinyak Is In Ms right mind. there can 
A * be no argument against some punishment for 
his Insubordination. 
In the very early days of our 
army, they would have spreadeagled him and left 
him to meditate on his sins. 
In subsequent days, 
they would have given him a long stretch In the 
guardhouse on a meager diet that might have made 
him seen the error of disobedience, and would have 
been more of a eooUng-off period than he seems to 
have received at Bragg. 
Eventually, if persistently Insubordinate, he might 
have been sent to the old military prison at Alcatraz 
or elsewhere, hut we doubt if at a ry time In the 
history of our army, until now. would a sentence of 
IO years and nine months In prison have been Im­ 
posed 
for the form 
of Insubordination 
charged 
against Habinyak. 
Maybe they ought to give the 
members of (hat court martial some kind of t^st, too.

Gentle bulls alm ost always are 
the ones which gore their owners 
because the surly animals are sold 
to the butcher before they harm 
anyone or are confined 
so

owner never can be attacked. Plans 
for safety pens which permit keep­ 
ing any bull without danger can 
be obtained through Ohio county 
agricultural agents. 
The university specialist says no 
bull can be trusted to remain gen­ 
tle. These animals have inherited 
hair trigger dispositions that are 
loosed by unnoticed trifles. The 
animal that stands sleepily in a 
corner one day may he much more 
dangerous than a tiger the next. 
Little help can be given to a 
farmer when a 
bull 
decides to 
attack him, and persons who try 
to help may also be injured. News­ 
papers often carry obituaries of

Lime And Fertilizer Help 
Cattle Man Use Less Land 
Kpericl To Tho Review. 
COLUMBUS. 
Aug. 
29—E. 
O. 
Bond of Pleasant City in Noble 
county, has found how to keep 
the same amount of livestock gain­ 
ing faster and at the same time 
stop renting 120 acres of pasture 
land. He told D. R. Dodd, exten­ 
sion agronomist at Ohio S tile uni­ 
versity, that lime and fertilizer on 
crop and pasture land are the best 
means of improving farms. 
Mr. Bond keeps 30 to 35 head 
of cattle and about ISO sheep. He 
began using lime and fertilizer on 
his rotation land and soon found 
his crop yields increased and he 
had more h^y than 
needed 
for 
winter feed. He then turned his 
attention to pasture improvement. 
He reports to Mr. Dodd that the 
improved parts of the pasture are 
yielding four or five times more 
forage than before treatm ent. Blue­ 
grass and white clover have re­ 
placed broom sedge aud poverty 
grass.

HER PARLIAMENT 


Decree Orders Removal Of 
Headquarters In Vichy 


By The Annodated Pre#*. 
VICHY, Unoccupied France, Aug. 
29—The authoritarian Vichy regime 
today exiled 
the ghost of 
the 
French parliament to the tiny wa­ 
tering place of Chatel-Guyon Les 
Bains. 45 miles away, hut. eaved 
the face of constitutionalism by 
leaving the sign over the door of 
parliamentary headquarters here. 
A decree in the official Journal 


ordered removal of “offices and 
legislative, administrative and sec­ 
retarial services” of parliament, 
forbade 
legislative activities 
In 
Vichy, but permitted the name to 
remain on the Allied apartments 
here because the constitution of 
the third republic requires that 
parliament sit only iu the capital. 
Thus Vichy complied with the 
letter of the law and quelled the 
teapot tempest which had arisen 
when the transfer first was dis­ 
closed. 
Marshal Petain has ordered sal­ 
aries of parliament members sus­ 
pended two days hence. This the 
membership accepted with what 
they called “quiet dignity**, but re­ 
moval from Vichy was protested, 
mainly as a reminder that techni­ 
cally the present regime is oper­ 
ating under a mandate from parlia­ 
ment.

t ranged, and that there Is nothing 
• to be ashamed of in this condition 
: any more than there is in any 
• other ordinary disease. 
In pursuance of this objective, 
; an extremely valuable expression 
■ of the modern viewpoint on this 
condition is contained in a book 


called 
Science and 
Seizures 
by 
Dr. William G. Lennox of the Har­ 
vard medical 
school. 
This book 
treats not only of epilepsy but 
also of migraine headaches which 
are seizures of a somewhat re­ 
lated kind. Most of the taboos and 
popular ideas about these condi­ 
tions are fully discussed. 
Samples: Epilepsy is not a men­ 
tal disease, but a physical disease. 
It is manifest by ''disordered elec­ 
tric currents of the brain." 
Is epilepsy hereditary? This is 
a frequent question which corre­ 
spondents write to me. Statistical 
studies show that not more than 
20 percent of patients give a his­ 
tory of seizures in known rela­ 
tives. It will not do. however, to 
minimize the possibility of heredi­ 
tary epilepsy. If an epileptic has 
four children, there is one chance 
out of IO that one of these chil­ 
dren will have seizures. If there 
are two children, the chances are 
one out of 20. About one out 
of 26 
relatives of the 
average 
patient has seizures. 
Two 
great 
contributions have 
recently been made to the study 
of epilepsy by Boston physicians. 
One is a machine which can record 
the electric pulsations of the brain. 
These are picked up from the scalp 
and made to write a line. All peo­ 


ple subject to epilepsy produce a 
pattern on this record. Different 
types are also recorded by the in­ 
strument. It pictures both danger 
signals and progress. 
The second discovery Is the use 
of dilantin to prevent or minimize 
the epileptic attacks. 
There are many different kinds 
of epilepsy and there are many 
different causes for the seizures. 
The most Important thing for a 
person subject to seizures to know 
is that a great deal of help can be 
given by the modern 
physician 
with modern methods. There is 
nothing to be ashamed of in the 
condition and anyone who is sub­ 
ject to it should consult a physi­ 
cian. -The doctor can give him a 
great deal of help. Mental impair­ 
ment may be the result of frquent 
seizures and when these are prop­ 
erly understood, the state of mind 
is Improved. 
A remarkable instance Is that 
of a 23-year-old 
man 
who had 
frequent seizure! since childhood. 
He never learned to read or write. 
With 
the administration of the 
medicine, delantin, which stopped 
his seizures, the man began to 
learn with great rapidity and in 
the course of six months, his men­ 
tal age rose from 6 years to * 
level of IO years.
